Chicago, September 18.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—Mis. W. W. Gordon, wife of 
General Gordon, of Savannah, Ga., is to 
be the chief guest of honor at the centen- 
nial jubilee in Chicago, which begins 
September 26 and continues to the even- 
ing of October |. Mrs. Gordon will ar- 
rive in this city September 25 and elab- 
Orate arrangements have been made for 
her entertainment. 

Mrs. Gordon was Eleanor Kinzie, 
daughter of John H. Kinzie, whose father 
built the first house in Chicago. Al- 
though she comes of a family so closely 
identified with Chicago's early history, 
the most of Mrs. Gordon's life has been 
passed in the south. While a _ school 
girl at Miss Ely’s ‘academy in New 
Haven, Conn., she met ‘‘Willie’’ Gordon, 
then a dashing southern boy, a student 
at Yale university. There their courtship 
begun, to be continued later in Chicago, 
where Miss Kinzie was a pronounced 
belle. The wedding took place here and 
the young couple went to Savannah to 
reside. Mr. Gordon was engaged in the 
cotton business—the export trade—which 
he necessarily gave up when the civil 
war broke out. He entered the confed- 

rate service and rose to the rank of 
brigadier general. 

Held in High Esteem. 

During the Spanish-American war 
President McKinley g2ve General Gor- 
don the same rank in the United States 
volunteers and he was one of the com- 
missioners who received the surrender of 
thé tsland of Porto Rico. Mrs. Gordon 
has been prominent in the affairs of 
the Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion. Soldiers of the One hundred and 
fiftv-seventh Indiana regiment are still 
Singing the praises of this excellent lady. 
When a sick train of this regiment 
passed through Savannah on its way 
north she endeared herself everlastingly 
to the men by providing them with 
dainties, nurses, food and other necéssi- 
ties, and the body of one friendless lad 
who died on the traio was sent to her 
own home for burial. Later she extem- 
Porized a hospital on her husband’s farm, 
where she nursed eighty-six sick soldiers 
back to health. 

Mrs. Gorcon's last visit to Chicago was 
during the world’s fair, when she was 
one of the honored guests of the expo- 
Sition. She has many relatives here—al] 
of them prominent. Her husband will 
accompany her to the jubilee, 

Plans for the Jubilee. 

Final touches have been put on the 
programme for the centennial celebration. 
It is promised that the displays will ex- 
cel anytRing ever before attempted in 
this cfty, and this means much. The 
festival will open with the dedication of 


a number of bronze tablets, commemora- 


tive of the city’s growth. Settlers who 
were here when the Indians still dis- 
puted title to the location will have a 
large share in the festivities. but the 
chief feature will be an intensely realis- 
tic reproduction of the burning of the 
chty. Thousands of tons of red fire will 
be touched off simultaneously from roofs 
of buildings tn the exact district devas- 
tated years ago, and from the shipping 
in the harbor and river slips. This dis- 
play will continue one hour. The night 
industrial parade with its gorgeous illu- 
minations is expected to produce many 
novel features. The programme includes 
aquatic sports, 
Indian battles, numerous. ban- 
quets and receptions at all the principal 
hotels and clube.

cent on clock sales to the government, 

Tho conspiracy indictment charges that 
the alleged payments to Beavers by Green 
were in conformance with an agreement 
made November f, 1901. it further al- 
leges a payment of $325 to Beavers, De- 
cember I1, 1901; of $33! on January 30, 
1902; $418 on Apri] 26, 1902, and $842, 
October 8, 1902. The time recorders in- 
volved have been furnished the govern- 
ment for years. They originally were 
being supplied through the free delivery 
service, but latterly through. the galary 
and allowance division. Green came to. 
this city about ten days ago and he and 
his counsel, former United States Sena- 
tor Thurston, of Nebraska, had a two 
hours’ interview with Postmaster General 
Payne, in which they discussed the im- 
pending indictments and arrest.

BEGINS MONDAY, 


Appropriate New Year Ser- 
vices Will Be Held in 
Temple. 


The Jewish New Year will be appre- 
priately celebrated in Atlanta this year. 
Rabbi Marx will hold services in the 
temple on Monday et @ o'clock in the 
evening, and on Tuesday morning at !0 
aciock. <All the Jewteh business hovéees 
in the city will close on Tuesday. The 
Services are held on Monday on account 
of the fact that the Jewish calendar ob- 
serves its holidays and Satbbaths from 
gunset to eunset, and for this reaSon the 
new year will commence on Monday, the 
2ist, at sunset and continue til] sunset 
On Tuesday afternoon, 

To understand at once the fact of the 
new year occurring in this, the fall of 
the year, and at the same time more prop- 
erly to comprehend the nature of the cel- 
ebration, it is necessary to observe the 
following facts concerning the lunar cal- 
endar, by which the Jews, as indeed did 
all Semitic people, reckon their dates: 
Following the phases of the moon, the 
year is divided into twelve months, the 
first of which, <alled Nisan (meaning the 
“green month’’) marks the opening of the 
spring season, As we of today count 
time, the new year naturally suggests the 
first day of January, from which time we 
count our records. While perhaps few 
of us note the fact, it will be readily re- 
called that the government, for gxample, 
hag placed the beginning of the fiscal 
year on July |. 

For reasons of expediency, governed in 
each cause in accordance with the necessi- 
ties of the business, the larger corpora- 
tions. and indeed many of the smaller in- 
dustrial concerns, have each thelr own 
time for the reckoning of their fiscal 
years. It is readily comprehensible, then, 
that ‘‘new vear’”’ is a relative term, hav- 
ing varying significations, according to 
what it is intended to denote. 

January !, commonly denoted as “the” 
new year, is itself Dut the result of com- 
promise, agreed upon for the sake of 
bringing some uniformity into the sys- 
tem of measuring time. Comparison with 
the Russian and French calendars will 
at once indicate that the Jews are not 
the only ones adopting a different method. 
One of the treaties of the Talmud, the 
most stpuendous of Jewish literary works, 
saves: ‘“‘There ate four new years, one 
marking the day from which dates are 
reckoned: another distinguishing the year 
of the trees (Arbor day), a third indicat- 
ing the year of the ‘kings aint documents’ 
(the fiscal year), and a fourth fixing the 
beginning of the religious season. The 
last of these so-called new yeatTs, the 
Rosh Hashonah, is therefore primarily 
and preeminently a religious festival. Se- 
mitic, and particularly Jewish tradition, 
has always regarded the number Seven 
with special reverence. 

“The” new year, the Rosh Hashonah, 
marks the beginnin of the seventh month, 
It ts the first in a great cycle of religious 
holy days. f such a term could De ap- 
plied from a Jewish standpoint it is the 
opening of the great Jewish revival s5ea- 
son. 

Coming, -.as it does, in the fall of the 
year, the season wien the mind in con- 
formity to what nature suggests, is in- 
clined to look more seriously upon the 
meaning of things, and study the deeper 
issues, it is a time intended for serious 
consideration. It is but the preparation 
for the later and greater day of atone- 
ment

FEL CD. PLANS

4 Trust Schemes To Preven Any 


Demoralizaion 


Domestic Schedules To Be Maintain- 
ed While Surplus Will Be 
Worked Off Abroad—Ad- 
vantages of Cheap 
Pig Iron. 


By Robert N. Barnett. . 

New York, September 19.—(Special.)— 
Outside of the crops, which will continue 
to attract a great deal of attention during 
the remainder of the month, and will 
more than anything else influence the va- 
rious markets, the industrial situation has 
been brought home strikingly by various 
developments which are likely to keep 
people talking and thinking for some time. 
Following various other industrial cor- 
Porations during the last summer, two 
more have come to the front with poor 
exhibits—namely, the United States Real- 
ty Company and the Standard Rope and 
Twine Company—leading many to assume 
that there is something radically wrong 
Certain de- 
velopments in the affairs of the United 
States Steel Corporation which should 
certainly be an example for good, also 
did much to shake confidence. The con- 
tinued decline in this company’s securi- 
tiles, with a serious break in the second 
mortgage bonds, which should be a good 
investment, if there are any to be found 
among recently organized igedustrial com- 
panies, makes the question pertinent: ‘Is 
there any safe ground on which an in- 
vestor who buys securities at the moment 
can stand and feel reasonably sure that 
he will not lose a part of his purchase 
money?’ ‘The rush of bankers, who sub- 
ecribed to Mr. Morgan’s conversion syndl- 
cate, to get out of their bonds before the 
time comes for the actual distribution of 
the syndicate holdings on October | does 
not increase the confidence of the public 
In those securities. ‘‘Are United States 
Steel bonds or stocks cheap at present 
prices or are they to be shunned?’ has 
been asked a hundred times this week and 
has been met by various replies. 

A still more interesting development 
than those mentioned above and which 
throws light on future tendencies, is the 
action of the steel trust officials in order- 
ing their foreign representatives to begin 
taking orders on a Jarge scale for ex- 
port, preparatory to invading foreign 
markets.

Un- 
less other steel do the Same 
there is bound to be sharp competition to 
get local business which will result in 
a general marking down of prices. It is 
said in trustworthy circles that the plan 
of the leading stee| interests is to keep 
up home prices, making such cuts as they 
have to on ali foreign This dis- 
poses of the question, “Will there not be 
a collapse in steel and iron in the United 
States when production is larger than the 
demand?’ 

A sort of gentlemen's agreement is said 
to have been reached to maintain prices 
of finished products in this country as far 
as possible at the present level and trust 
to their ability to sell abroad what the 
local markets’ will not absorb and at 
whatever prices they will bring. This, 
it is declared, will mean far more to all 
of the companies than ruinous competi- 
tion would. It leads to the 
“If production has overtaken demand in 
the steel and iron business, a conceded 
barometer of trade, is it not possible 
that such is the other lines?’ 
“If so, what tactics must be adopted 
to prevent demoralization when perforce 
competition becomes keener?’ Some 
good authorities contend that general 
business is so healthy and is growing at 
such no material business 
setback is to be expected; that produc- 
tion will by degrees be reduced as prices 
contract and at the time there 
will be another stiffening of prices, acting 
like a properly adjusted pendulom, what- 
ever the weather may be. If prices of 
fimished steel products can be maintained 
by the United States Steel Corporation, 
acting on the suggestion of Andrew Car- 
negie that uniformity is a requisite to 
continued prosperity in the steel trade, 
it is felt here that a long step will have 
been taken to prevent the periodic re- 
actions from one extreme to another, 
which are always followed by disturb- 
ance of public confidence. 

Prompt denials this week that any re- 
duction of steel billets is contemplated, 
but that they expect to keep the price at 
$37 is evidence that the various pools 
that control the basis products for 
manufactured articles, intend to resist 
any further downward tendency and will 
only stand off in the case of pig iron, 
which will have to take its own course. 
The greatest of all industrial companies 
is willing pig iron should work lower, 
for it is not a seller, but rather a buyer 
of it and the lower it goes the greater 
its profits will be om such metal as it 
has to buy from other furnaces.

Suppose that a New Woman 
In China held her sway, 

And studied Parliamentary Law 
And called herself B. A.: 

Suppose she took to club life 
With all its downs and ups— 

What sort of ladies would be left 
To decorate our cups? 


OBED in gorgeous 
embroideries, 
adorned with 
splendid, barbaric 
jewels, jingling 
with countless 
bells, a wonderful 
litle Chinese 

woman toddled into America not long 
ago. 

She toddles, because she can’t help 
herself. Her feet were bound long 
years ago with the torturing bandages 
that mean swelldom in China, and she 
will never be able to walk in anything 
except crippled fashion. But s 
longs to have two firm, free feet with 
which to tread this American soil of 
ours, for she is that rarest of rare 
persons, an advanced Chinese woman. 


“I wish I could speak so loud that 
all the women of China would hear,” 
she said, through ber English-speak- 
ing husband. 

“What would you say to them, Mrs. 
Wong?” 

This Chinese Woman Disapproves of 
Foot Binding. 

“I would say—oh, so loud—‘Leave 
the feet of the women unbound. 
There is more than physical strength 
in a firm, elastic step. It gives cour- 
— and confidence to the mind as 
well. 

This little teacher of a big’ truth is 
no less a person than the wife of 
Wong Kai Kah, Vice-Imperial Com- 
missioner to the Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition. She has lately arrived in 
St. Louis with her husband, who 
comes to make all arrangements for 
the display that China is preparing. 
This is the first time in history that 
the Chinese government has placed 
an othcial exhibit at one of these 
World’s Fairs,and it is a fat plum in 
the way of honor to be given charge 
of it. But Mr. Wong is not to have 
that plum all to himself. 

“I shall oversee all the interior dec- 
orations of our building,” Mrs. Wong 
announces complacently, while Mr. 
Wong beams proudly and informs you 
in flawless English that she is most 
artistic. 

“All the women of China are that,” 
he adds, with a glance that says bet- 
ter than words, “but my wife is the 
prize package.” His words would 
never say that, for his English is the 
uncorrunted kind that text books have 
taught him. He is a graduate of Yale, 
class of ‘83,and he has probably given 
a great deal of his own broad-minded- 
ness to his wite; but far more of it is 
all her own. 


Advanced Courtesy from a High-Bred 
Celestial. 


“T am very glad’ to see you,” she 
says to her American visitors, and she 
extends a tapering hand ina droll, 
rigid way, as if it were made of wood. 

Think of what it means for one of 
the aristocratic Chinese women to do 
that. Asarule, they are by no means 
glad to see you, nor have they a hand 
ready to extend. Madame Wu Ting- 
fang was considered remarkable be- 
cause she showed us friendliness. 
Mrs. Ho Yow, wife of the famous 
consul in San Francisco, was never 
seen except by her own race. A camel 
could got through the eye of a needle 
just as readily as any of us could win 
the favor of one of the rich merchant’s 
wives in San Francisco. - 

So Mrs. Wong’s funny little wooden 
hand means a great deal more than 
the ordinary “glad hand” of our own 
casual life. It means that she has 
come to America full of good feeling 
toward us, and that she ifitends both 
to teach and to learn. 

“You do not know all you should 
khow about the women of my race,” 
she says. “They are not so narrow 
as you think. I shall be glad to tell 
you something of them. And I wish 
to learn much more about you that 
I may teach them new things of great 
value.” 

Mrs. Wong Will Decorate the Chinese 
Building at St. Louis. 

It is true that all the wonderful dec- 
orations of the Chinese Building at 
St. Louis are to be under the direction 
of Mrs. Wong. This fact alone should

teach Americans something of the 


“Chinese woman’s ability. After Ameri- 
can carpenters have put up the rough 
framework; after imported workmen 
have elaborated upon that framework, 
finishing with carved wood and top- 
ping off the whole with the pagoda 
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top that is permissible only because 
royalty, in the shape of Prince Pu 
Lun, is to preside beneath it; after 
this, the little woman will hold sway. 

With a band of workers under her 
she will attend to the hanging of prec- 
ious cloths of gold and satin. She 
will direct the placing of rare old bits 
of carved teak wood.

GREAT many garments of 
underwear are made to look 
dainty and pretty in the hand, 
but are not cut with regard to 
comfort in the wear. 
This is especially the case as re- 
gards drawers, although there is no 
reasonableness in ignoring fit in these 
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SELVACES 


=ro.%n "98 OF 
garments any more than there would 
be in having riding trousers made with 
little or no care. Moreover, when- 
ever there is a pull on any part of a 
garment, as there so frequently is 
above the knees in drawers, the nat- 
ural result is quick wear at such parts. 

If properly cut the filled edges of 
drawers should set as evenly around 
the knees when in a sitting as in a 
standing posture. A pattern is given 
here that has been cut with consider- 
able care and which will be found 
comfortable in every way. 

The material used may be either 
muslin, jaconet, mull or silk. The 
drawers are cut quite short and edged 
with a frill, set on to the knee edges 
by a heading through which ribbon 
is run and tied in a bow to the outside 
of each knee. 

The illustration shows a simple frill 
edged with embroidery or lace and 

mo De 
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with three small tucks above the edg- 
ing. 

There are many pretty ways of 
making the frills. One is to join alter- 


nate strips of tucking and insertion, 
making the ends mitred. To these 
are added a narrow beading with 
ribbon run through, and to which a 
frill of lace is sewn. (See illustration.) 

Another pretty style is to procure 
the narrow lace beading, which is ob- 
tainable with several rows to the 
strip. Cut the strips the depth of the 
frill and join them all together. Then 
run ribbons through, finishing the 
lower edge with loops. 

So many pretty suitable patterns of 
muslin, lace and insertion may be pur- 
chased ready for use that this part of 
the work may be lessened if desired. 
The pattern is quite easily cut, by 
measuring, according to the follow- 
ing: 

Krom A to B, C, D and E are 4%, 
1744, 18% and 25 inches, respectively, 
down a fold. F is 13 inches straight 
across from FE; G, G, respectively. 16 
and 17 inches from D; H, H, 18% and 
19% inches from C; I, 12 inches from 
B, and J, 114 inches from A. 

Draw the lines like those in the 
diagram, which is a perfect miniature 
drawn to scale of % tothe inch. The 
small notches indicate the middle of 
front. See that. the slight dip from 
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INSERTION AND TUCKS READY 
FOR THE LACE 


I, 2 inches, to the notch, is made. 

The diagram is shown on folded 
36-inch wide material, which neces- 
sitates a small join to the back cor- 
ner. It is better to cut out by the out- 
side lines first. Then open out two 
pieces, and, laying the pattern on, cut 
to the smaller part from one side. 

The pieces outside the notches, with 
the exception of the top edges, are 
narrower hemmed and form wraps, 
which are made to fasten over by 
buttons and buttonholes. The top 
edges of the fronts overlap so that 
both notches meet and are put into 
the band so. 

The band should be made to wrap 
to the same extent at the back if the 
drawers are to be buttoned. If they 
are to have tapes, do not forget to 
work a buttonhole in the band to pass 
the under tape through in order to 
tie it in the front. 

' Make quarter-inch seams, running 
and felling them. The edges that 
ate joined to the frill, or insertion, 
should be made neat and strong by 
hemming very narrow tape on the 
inside. Each pair of frills frequires 
one and a half yards for the size and 
width of material quoted. The frill 
should be about once and a half the 


measurement of the edge it is to be 


sewn to. For one 
like that in the il- 
lustration, 2% 
yards of embroid- 
ery edging is 
needed and strips 
of muslin 40 inches 
long and 414 wide. 
It 1s wise to pro- 
cure the edgings 
with a deep plain 
part and then tuck 
it just above the 
pattern of .,em- 
broidery. ba 

One of 
drawings illus- 
trates an exceed- 
ingly simple way heininsibiahnaensiane 
of making a stay cover for those 
to whom a plain, tight-fitting one 
is more desirable under thin waists 
than one that is gathered ofr 
does not hold the figure in well. 
It is absolutely imperative that those 
whose figures are fully developed 
should wear a tight-fitting slip bodice 
of some kind. They are decidedly 
cooler than the stay kind which are 
laced over the bust, and at the same 
time are perfectly satisfactory. There 
are no seams anywhere in a low neck 
one, and only on the shoulders if it ts 
high to the throat. 

Anyone can cut her own from an 
old fitting waist foundation. Having 
removed the sleeves, unpick only the 
shoulder seams of this. Then cut 
it through by the waistline. Next, 
carefully pin the two halves evenly to- 
gether (or only use one), place the 
back to a fold and pin it to the paper 
at various points, as flat as it will lie, 
with the darts in, pulling the fullness 
above the darts as much as possible 
to the front. This constitutes the 
high neck pattern and only requires 
cutting by the edges.

For a low neck one, cut the tops 
from the paper, as shown in the dia- 
gram. Those who may desire to cut 
the pattern by the diagram, which is 
for a 38-inch bust and 15% back

llength, can do so by the following 
measurements: 

From A to B, 1 inch; A to C, 4; A 
to D, 5; Ato E, 7%; Ato F, 104; A 
to G, 11%; A to H, 16, and A to I, 
224%. Across—From A to Q, 2%; C 
to P, 74%; D to O, 16; E to N, 21; F to 
M, M, 11 and 20%, respectively; G to 
L., 22; H to K, 19%; I to J, 11. 

It is a good plan to use néwspaper 
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for cutting patterns, as the lines help 
to measure straight. 

In the textures usually employed 
for stay covers, it is necessary to cut 
them the reverse way of the material. 
(See diagrath.) Low ones will some- 
times cut out of the width folded 
down the middle. When this is the 
case, it is better and more economical 
to cut them so. 

They are exceedingly nice in pon- 


width, as in the diagram. The front 
may be ornamented in any desired 
way by letting im insertions or strips 
of tucking, the one thing needful be- 
ing to keep it all flat and to join a 
straight edge to each of the front 
ones, which are on the bias and re- 
quire slightly easing. 

The illustration has insertion down 
the middle of the front. To finish it 
properly in this way, two straight 
strips of the material should be cut 
along the selvage way and twice as 
wide as the insertion. These should 
be set on to each edge, tightening the 
latter, especially over the widest part 
of the curve. They should set one 
over the other when fastened with 
buttons and buttonholes. The inser- 
tion should be hemmed or stitched 
down its outer edge, and the inner 
one secured to the right front edge, to 
set over the fastening wrap. 

For the neck, the insertion is secur- 
ed to the edge, and either hemmed 
or finished with narrow tape, and the 
lace is eased on to the top. The piece 
to form the armhole is secured to the 
material edge and sloped off as illus- 
trated, or it may be carried around the 
shoulder if the strap is desired wider 
than the one insertion. 

Beading finishes the waist edge 
simply for the decorative effect of the 
ribbon, as it fits without any draw- 
ing up. 

This pattern may be equally well 
finished off to. form a straight upper 
edge above the bust, under the arms 
and across the back, and have shoul- 


gee silk, and cut out of the 24-inch der straps added to hold it up.

her. In latter years all the Micmacs 
have come to respect her authority, 
and she guides their destinies in all} 
inter-tribal matters. 

In the market place around the 
postofhce at Halifax a summer morn- 
ing will find scores of these Indians 
squatted on the pavement with ber- 
ries, baskets, robts and tow bows and 
arrows to sell. In winter they bring 
hockey clubs, snowshoes, evergreens, 
etc., and, winter or summer, rain or 
shine, cluster in the  unsheltered 
Square around the postoffice. | 

Some years since the city of Halifax 
built a handsome and spacious market 
house directly across from the post- 
office and opened it free to the coun- 
try people who came to market. The 
Indians absolutely refused to leave the 
spot where they had sold their wares 
as long as they could remember, and 
the white hucksters, fearing loss of 
business if they entered the market 
house and the Indians did not, also 
stayed in their old stands. The city 
has just torn down the new market 
house and is putting up a new mu- 
nicipal building in its place 

On the Bay of Fundy near the Basin 
of Minas there are several villages of 
Micmacs, who, several years ago, were 
supposed to be particularly favored. 
The villagers took up a number of 
farms, under government help, and 
seemed to be turning to agriculture at 
last. A number of the most promising 
young men were given education in 
Osgood Hall at Toronto and at 
Queens University at Kingston, while 
a few went to Pine Hill Seminary in 
Halifax. Most of them were duly 
graduated. Iwo or three were or- 
dained in the Church of England, and 
some became clergymen in the Pres- 
byterian Church. 

Of all that promising galaxy, only 
two or three are left, and they are 
merely missionaries. The others have 
all gone back to the wilds, to tramp- 
like encampmepts ‘and irresponsible 
existence. That is, all but two, and they 
are in prison, one for killing a man 
and running away with his wife, the 
other for stealing a fund that belong- 
ed to a church of which he was in 
charge. 


An Aboriginal Scholar Who Has Re- 
lapsed Into Savagery. 


I had the opportunity of seeing one 
of these especially favored ones who, 
having been inoculated with the 
virus of civilization under the most 
propitious circumstances, had strong- 
ly demonstrated that it would never 
take. His story, as I heard it from a 
churchman who knew it, was that, 
having gtaduated from the university 
with honors, he remained as a tutor 
to help other Indian students. He be- 
came in time a professor, and then 
later was given the degree of doctor 
of divinity. 

When I saw him he was squatting 
before a shack in the edge of the 
woods. On his head was an old felt 
hat too large for him. His long hair, 
hanging to his shoulders, was very 
dirty. His face was thinly Covered 
with wisps of beard and a layer of 
filth. His clothes were nondescript, 

icked from waste barrels or given 
rom back doors, and his: feet were 
shod with worn-out shoes of different 
sizes and makes. Yet this stupid- 
looking specimen, who was whittling 
hockey clubs with which to buy food, 
fifteen years ago was in a university 
chair, and is still a doctor of divinity. 

The Micmacs have one unfailing 
source of revenue. No matter what 
happens, the boys of the country use 
up a certain quantity of hockey clubs 
évery-year, and the very best celery 
clubs made come from the Micmac 
camps. There is a firm in Toronto 
which sends yearly to the sub-chiefs 
of the various villages orders for so 
many thousands of hockey clubs, and 
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though the pay for them is good and 


the money they bring in is absolutely 
necessary to buy what food the forest 
will not supply, there are times when 
the contractors go wild because the 
Indians refuse to work and the supply 
is held up. 

In the huntiag season there is great 
dematd for Micmac guides in Maine, 
New Bruttswick, Nova Scotia and 
Labrador, and there are some really 
famous guidés among them. 

There died not long since in the 
Ferris Hill village a very old chief 
who was widely known throughout 
@anada for his part in the Indian wars. 
He had been a comrade with Sir John 
Bafrington, the Iq4st English baronet 
in Canada. Barrington was a man 
who thoroughly despised his provin- 
cial neighbors, and had a horse which 
he would ride through the streets and 
that was trained to kick whenever his 
master gave the signal. If the old bar- 
onet was in a particular nasty humor 
he would back the horse up to the 
house door, let him kick-it in, and 
then toss the owner of the house a 
gold piece and ride away. 

‘The old baronet’s greatest pleasure 
was to drive to the Ferris Hill camp 
and seek the old chief’s wigwam. 
There the two would shut themselves 
away from the world, smoke Indian 
pipes, talk in Micmac over the times 
that were gone, and fight over their 
battles till sunset. Then the old bar- 
onet would depart, escorted by the 
tribe to the edge of the wood.

Not many brave men would care to 
poach eggs over smokeless powder, 


hammer nails with nitro-gelatin, make 
itea over a cake of yellow Maximite, 


hang out gun-cotton to dry and cap 
fuses with fulminate of mercury. 
Thse are a few of the risky 


“stunts” which a plucky young Eng- 
lish girl does in the drawing-room of 
her home in Brooklyn. She is the 
wife of Hudson Maxim, the _ well- 
known inventor, and she has helped 
her husband in his laboratory work 
since he lost his left hand in an explo- 
sion of fulminate of mercury, one of 
the most deadly of all explosives. 

Maximite cartridges are filled by 
forcing the fulminate into the fuses 
with a two thousand pound pressure 
and screwing in the caps. The danger 
lies not in the high pressure on the 
explosive, for no pressure can set it 
off, but in any possible friction. One 
tiny grain of powder overlooked and 
left in the mouth of the fuse, so that 
the end of the cap would grate upon 
would blow the experimenters to 
its.

Fortunately, few people have the 


“appetite of a bird. 
The average nan, if he had a bird’s 


appetite, would devour from thirty to 
thirty-one pounds of food a day, which 
would be rough on the old-fashioned 
hostess. . 

Recent experiments have proved 
that the average bird manages to eat 
about one-fifth of his own weight 
daily with ease, if it cam get so much 
food, and in a wild state, though the 
bird has to “hustle” for its daily 
provender, he is eating a large part of 
the time during the day and manages 
to get its full rations. : 

The smaller tf bird, the more 
voracious seems to be its appetite and 
its powers of absorption. 

A German scientist recently kept a 


canary under observation for a month. 
The little creature weighed only. six- 
teen grammes, but in the course of the 
month it managed, to eat 512. grammes 
weight of food—that is, thirty-two 
times its own weight. The bird must, 
therefore, have eaten its own weight 
in food every day. = 

An ordinary man with a canary’s 
appetite would consume 150 pounds of 
food a day. | 

But the canary is an extreme case. 
The ordinary bird in good health will 
be satisfied with one-fifth of its weight 
a day by way of feed. So never com-
